Not a single negro was anywhere in 
sight, and the mob made a careful in- 
vestigation of every possible hiding place 
wherein a negro might be concealed. 

About 10 o'clock the mob had grown 
restless and was more determined in its 
purpose than ever before. When that 
negro appeared it was the intention of 
everyone to have his life if he proved the 
right man. 


Intended to Burn Negro. 
No ordinary mode of execution was to 
satisfy the desire of that crowd for 


vengeance. It 


was avenged, by the means of the stake. 

There was not the least hesitation 
the part of the members of that aryvay 
of citizene of Fulton. They were de- 
termined upon burning the man guilty 
of the attack on the Misses Lawren-e. 

Every conveyance coming into the sus- 
pected territory within reach of the 
Lawrence home was carefully investi- 
gated, and autos and cdrriages were 
held up and looked into, for it was be- 
lieved that the officers bringing the ne- 
gro to the home would come in an 
auto. 

About |! o'clock the wrowd began to 
disintegrate, boys and men leaving to 
return home, and to try it again on some 
other occasion; when rumor would be 
better sustained by facts. 

The mob beliveq that Sergeant Laa- 
fora. had aided in the capture of the ne- 
gro in DeKalb county, and that he would 
be one of the party to bring the negro 
to the Lawrence home. 

Sergeant Lanford returned to the 
police station last night after a consid- 
erable hunt in DeKalb county, and stated 
that no negro had been caught, and that 
on account of the dust and darkness 
his dogs had to give up the chase. He 
believes that there is a negro in the 
woods of DeKalb county, who answers 
to the description given, and who is now 
headed for the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road. This man is about three miles 
below Decatur. He was seen in Dekalb 
county, and inquired the way to the Sea- 
board Air Line railroad. If this man is 
apprehended, Sergeant Lanford believes 
he is the right one, 

There were several rumors afloat last 
night about negroes being caught, an- 
gwering the description given by the 
younger Miss Wallace. Two messages 
were telephoned into the police station, 
One came over the tong distance tele- 
phone Stating that a party on the hunt 
had just passed through that town, 
being about half a half of an hour be- 
hind a negro man. Another message 
eame in from the river, telling that a 

egro had been seen around there during 

he day. He asked someone in a sture 
if he was wanted, and upon their saying, 
in a joking way, that he was, he got 
away from thar locality as fast as pos- 
sible. He answered the description, ex- 
cept that his shoulders were slightly 
stooped. 

Another Suspect Arrested. 

A message was telephoned into the 
police barracks yesterday that a negro 
had been caught in Hapeville, Ga., who 
answered to the description of the one 
who had made 4n attempt at assault on 
Mrs. Hembree in Battle Hill about two 
weeks ago.

CHICAGO FEELS HOT WAVE. 


Inability of Poor to Buy Ice and 
Milk Causes Deaths. 


‘ple again thronged the parks last night,

THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 


The will of the people is, as-it should be, supreme in this government 
of the people. The majority .rules, and in Georgia the majority has given 
expression to its will upon certain well defined issues in a way that cannot 
be misunderstood. | 

The hearts of the people have been filled with grievances against the 
railroads operating in this state. Some of these may be unreal, but there 
is no question that others are very real and—as Mr. Howell put it in his 
statement of yesterday—very just—by typographical error referred to as 
“unjust,” in one place yesterday, though the context made the error clear. 

That, howeyg, is merely incidental. The Constitution has ever been 
guided by what it believed to be the will of the people, and always will be, 
because it recognizes and respects the right of the. people to have their 
ideas and their wishes given full effect in the action of their government. 
In this important matter of redress of their grievances against the railroads, 
the action of the people in the state primary means that they do not propose 
to be hampered or imposed upen by issues of less importance or by trivial 
details of any character. And this is the right of the people. 

Of equal importance to Atlanta is the verdict of the people in the con- 
test over the position of mayor of this city. The full import of this verdict 
is, strangely enough, not measured by the majority vote, but is written large 
in the remarkable showing made by a candidate who, until the last hours 
of the contest, was hardly considered seriously. In those last hours this 
minority candidate developed a strength so far beyond what had been ac- 
credited to him by the closest students of political conditions that it is -ap-

personal popularity of his successful opponent. 

What, then, is the significance of the great strength shown by Mr. 
Goodwin?
